Approval of the Minutes of November 26, 1993 


It was moved and seconded (Gray/Ainley) that the minutes of the meeting 
held November 26, 1993, be approved as corrected, excluding the transcript 
from the Committee of the Whole.

Professor Sheps asked that page 6, the verb "impact" be changed to read "could 
have an impact”. 

Dr. White asked that Dr. Teffeteller’s remarks on page 6 include the word 
"which" before "was actually ..." 

Dr. Markiewicz sent the following corrections: page 5, paragraph 4, last sentence 
should read "The core course presently in the calendar was a 6-credit course to 
be changed to a 3-credit Thematic course and a 3-credit Interdisciplinary 
Methodology course."; page 5, paragraph 6, last sentence, "routed" should be 
"rooted"; page 7, second paragraph from end should read “Dr. Markiewicz 
responded that that particular suggestion was approved by the SIP Committee. 
This had been added after Arts and Science made the suggestion in the spring and 
had been incorporated into the Guidelines of the SIP programme." 


Report and Recommendations on The Academic Planning and Budget 
Processes 


Dean Valaskakis requested speaking privileges for Dean Robert Parker, Dean 
Martin Kusy, Dr. Judith Herz and Mr. Gary Milton; there were no objections. 


It was moved and seconded (Gray/Sahni) that Arts and Science Faculty 
Council receive the report, support the priority given to academic planning 
within it and encourage suggestions for SCAPP by members of Council.

Dean Valaskakis asked that members of Council forward any comments or 
suggestions regarding this report directly to SCAPP. 


Dean Valaskakis thanked the committee members, Dean Parker, Dean Kusy, Dr. 
Herz and Mr. Milton, for attending Council.

Remarks from the Chair 


Dean Valaskakis informed Council that Dr. Nick Herscovics from the Department 
of Mathematics and Statistics had passed away. There would be a gathering of 
friends held that afternoon at the Loyola Faculty Club; a memorial service would 
be held at a later date. 


Dean Valaskakis announced that Dr. Bir Sahni of the Department of Economics 
had been awarded the 1993 Bhai Vir Singh International Award for his role in 
promoting India-Canada academic interactions. The award was presented by 
India’s Finance Minister at a ceremony held in New Delhi last month. 


Dean Valaskakis also announced that the Department of Economics’ Research 
team, led by Professor Jaleel Ahmad, had received a $100,000 CIDA grant for 
collaborative research. 


Questions and Announcements 


Professor Hutter asked what the official university policy was in regard to full 
time faculty teaching during the summer term for extra remuneration. 


Dean Valaskakis responded that the official university policy was in the CUFA 
Collective Agreement, covered by an article in that Collective Agreement, which 
was by "mutual agreement". This came about from the Coop’s programme’s 
need for a summer term for its students. She added that the Arts and Science 
Faculty’s position was that for the past 6 or 7 years, the policy was to discourage 
full-time faculty teaching during the summer term for additional pay. Faculty 
were only encouraged to teach during the summer term as part of their regular 
workload. This was due to a number of reasons, one being that faculty were 
employed at the university on a 12-month basis. Faculty members need time 
away from the classroom for scholarly activity and research. It was Dean 
Valaskakis’ view that the summer was needed for this scholarly activity and 
research. The Collective Agreement allowed faculty to negotiate a workload, part 
of which could be done during the summer. In addition, we do have a growing 
concern for our younger colleagues who were struggling very hard to develop a 
C.V. in regard to part-time employment, in regard to limited-term employment 
and summer employment. It is a policy that she built on a framework set by 
Dean Bertrand. She had sent out that policy in writing both last year and again 
this year. She mentioned that there were two recent grievances on this issue in 
the Faculty which the Dean had won. However, she pointed out that if faculty 
members have problems with the policy it should be taken to the bargaining table.

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Professor Shulman made the observation that some units were heavily dependent 
on part-time teaching. A consequence of this was that summer offerings were 
offered to those on the top of the seniority scale which meant that many people 
who taught full-time at CEGEPs taught in the summer and also taught full-time 
at this university on part-time contracts. Students over the years would see the 
same part-time teachers, those with seniority. He thought that what we would 
like to see would be an opportunity for other faculty members to have a chance 
to teach. 


Dean Valaskakis agreed that there could be people teaching on a part-time basis 
at Concordia who teach full-time elsewhere, 


Professor Saunders said that practice was not as widespread as was being implied. 
The hiring for summer was done on the same basis as fall and winter hirings. 
She noted that part-time faculty who have the seniority do not necessarily want 
to teach in the summer term. 


Dr. Teffeteller requested statistics from CUPFA on how many part-time faculty 
members at Concordia are teaching full-time elsewhere and the number of credits 
taught. 


Dr. Snyder said that the Faculty Personnel Office should have that information. 


Dean Valaskakis said that she would request that information from Faculty 
Personnel and provide it to CUPFA for their verification.

Dr. Pallen reported that security on campus had been discussed in view of the 
attack on a secretary at Loyola campus in December. It was felt generaly that 
security was not good and this seemed to be due primarily to lack of money. 
The SIP programme changes had passed with discipline-specific and multi- 
discipline provision.
